Historic Abuse of Pardons 


Okeh ;For Camden 


I 


T IS our purpose here to review the law of Arkansas re- 


specting the granting- of pardons-ami other acts of clemen- 


cy by the governor. 


The Start,- expose of the William R. Atkins 
furlough 


used some harsh language. Yet a study of the law governing 
acts of clemency reveals how the executive privilege has been 
abused not merely by this administration but by nearly every 
governor who has sat in Little Rock since the law was adopt- 
ed in 1903. 


The abuse hits us particularly hard this year. It was 


the granting of a furlough to a convicted bank embezzler 
that set off the explosion. But the injury to the common- 
wealth appears not in one, isolated case, so much, as in the 
economic loss of court salaries, witness fees and all the tre- 
mendous expense behind our judicial procedure, only to have 
the sober action of the courts nullified by the stroke of a 
pen at Little Rock. 


Recent Arkansas history shows that the abuse is becom- 


ing more flagrant. In addition to using the loop-holes-that 
appear in-nearly every law, our more recent governors have 
gone to great lengths to invent new procedure with which 
to dodge the entire law. 


The constitution of Arkansas provides that the governor 


i may grant pardons and other acts of clemency "under such 
! rules and regulations as shall be prescribed by law." In 
11903 the legislature passed Act 154, which has been digested 


i in Crawford & Moses 3370-3374, and which provides two 
{ways for the governor to issue a "pardon or remission of for- 
'feiture of bail bond." There is no mention of indefinite fur- 
loughs. These are an invention of later governors, and while 
they may be presumed to be governed as general acts of clem- 
ency under the above law, the supreme court never has passed 
upon this point. And only in 1926, when Governor Terral in- 
validated the pardons granted by Lieutenant Governor Mc- 
Call, did the supreme court sustain the full provisions of the 


i act of 1903. 
j 
There are two ways for the governor to grant clemency, 


jthe first on a petition of local citizens which has been publish- 
ed in the local press; the second, on the governor's own mo- 
tion, without petition or publication, but the governor must 
certify that in this case no application has been made to him 
by an attorney or paid representative of the person pardon- 


under the second provision of the law of 1903. And there, 
liave been thousands of such' acts. 


Thousands of times the governor of Arkansas has signed 


with the great seal of the state and then written upon the face 


the clemency order his .pledge that no "attorney or paid 


representative" appeared before him.

A cynical per- 
son might-be moved to inquire if we are to attain this "leisure 
for^everybody" goal through a constant increase in out-and- 
out unemployment. 


•However, social and economic changes require a long 


view. We are suffering today from a temporary setback, 
not a total collapse. Judging the case over a period of years, 
'Mr,l^ee is undoubtedly correct; and he points.to one of the 
most profoundly important developments in the last thous- 
and years of history. 


-Leisure for everybody;means something more than just 


an- increase in the attendance at baseball games, movie 
theaters, summer amusement parks and bathing beaches. It 
•means something-.more than an increase in the stream of 
pleasure-seeking motorists on'the'highways. It means some- 
thing more than an increased demand for luxuries, which in- 
dustrialists like 'Henry Ford say will inevitably follow the 
shortening of working hours. 


Of-course, it will bring all of these things with it. Mil- 


lions-df-people, beyond question, will waste their leisure woe- 
fully, to the despair of moralists. But back of this stands an- 
other, more significant fact. Work, for the average man, \yill 
become a means to an end ad not an end in itself. Mankind 
will discover that it does not have to devote all of its energies 
to the-earning of bread and butter. Scores of millions of 
horizons will expand. 


This development will not be upon us tomorrow, and its 


fruits will not-be fuliy visible for a long time. But it is com- 
ing. Sooner or later we shall find out how to use our labor- 
saving machinery to the best advantage. The drudgery that 
turns men and women old at 45 will disappear. And then 
everyone, and'not just the fortunate few, will be able to have 
life and have it more abundantly. It will be possible, then, to ] 
start building a real civilization. 
\ 


The exact language of the Crawford & Moses Digest on 


the two provisions is as follows: 


3371—In applications for pardons, etc 
the application setting forth 


the ground upon which the pardon is asked, together with a list of the signers 
or petitioners uniting in the request for pardon, shall be-published for two 
insertions in a weekly newspaper, if one be,published therein, fn the county 
where the conviction was had 


3373—And the governor acting upon his own motion "nr being prompted 


I thereto by the result of investigation made -at his instance, shall have the 


I right to grant a pardon in ANY case without the publication provided for 
here; bill all SUCH pardons so granted by the governor .shall state on the 
face ot the certificate thereof that the same was granted by the governor 


ithout application-therefor being made to him by an attorney or paid rep- 


icscntative of the person pardoned. 


The publication of petitions was suspended many years 


ago. All the more recent acts of clemency have been issued 


Lieutenant Governor McCall. The cases were : Horton vs. 
Gillospie, Mark Dover, and Hamp Hall. 


No publication of petition Hats appeared in any of the 


three cases. And Lieutenant Governor McCall had forgotten 
to write the declaration on the face of the pardon that no at- 
torney had appeared in the case. He later went back to 
Little Rock and wrote the statement on .the certificate; and 
this was -the point contested at law. 


In the Gillespie case, tried in -Pulaski -chancery court, 


Chancellor Maftineau held the pardon was valid. The su- 
preme court reversed him, declaring that since McCall fail- 
ed to write his statement on the pardon while governor, he 
wrote it later merely as a private citizen. The pardon was re- 
voked. 


A similar decision -resulted in the case of Hamp Hall, 


Camden man whose hearing took place in Union Chancery 
court at El Dorado. In this .trial, however, the defendant 
sought, to validate the belated statement of the lieutenant 
governor by having the pardon reformed much as one would 
reform a contract. The supreme court held that this could 
not be done, that McCall. admitted not having a published 
petition list, and having failed to make the declaration on 
the face of the pardon, the pardon was therefore void. 


In the Mark Dover case, a banker from Hatfield, Ark., 


the Polk county chancery court invalidated the pardon, and 
this decision was upheld by the supreme court, so that Gover- 
nor Terral was victorious in all -three cases. 


It is The Star's contention that without the publication 


of all petition lists, fraud is running rampant throughout 
the entire list of pardons, furloughs and other clemency ord- 
ers issued by Arkansas governors over the last decade. The 
Editor of The, Star was managing editor of the ElLDorado 
Nr.ws in 1925 when S. B. (Pete) McCall, an El Dorado man, 
perpetrated his outrage upon justice while Governor Terral 
was out of the state. The newspapers did not swallow that 
case, and won't swallow the William R. Atkins furlough eith- 
er. This is a too familiar story of corruption, and if -The 
Star seems to be perpetually calling upon high heaven to 
witness tins murder of justice, it is because not only justice 
is being slain but all the character and leadership we may 


for in the high places of Arkansas. 
Force the publication of the petition 'lists, even as The, 


.S'uir-has forced -it in the Atkins case, and you -have put a 
check on crime and a stop on corruption. 


Criminals fear the prisoner's 'dock only when the poli- 


ticians stand revealed in the cold white light of publicity.— W.
